I think he 
was between thirty-five and forty 
years of age; I last saw him at about 
ti o'clock yesterday, the 17th. 


Constable Ohnrles H Wilson testi- 


fied that h« had found upon deceased 
$2 in silver, and nothing else of any 
value. 


Upon this testimony tha jury, com- 


posed of John F. Paige, W. £>. Ep 
person, A. L. Gladding, Thomas J. 
Zeargin, P. Gillespio arid J. W. Put- 
nam, rendered the following verdict: 


That deceased's name and oluee of 


nativity are unknown to the jury; 
that hocamt to his death bj falling 
from traiu N'- (>, Wving Wadsworth 
November 17, 1878, while stealing a 
rule.
